in 1911 Sidney wished to leave the No wood Ranch, and selling his share 
of it to his sons, left his family and finally settled California 
on a small place near Smith Rivers where he could fish,hunt,trap,raise 

fruit and a garden. 

He visited his children around Ten Sleep in 1-926. He preferred to 
return California where he died August 31,193°* 

Mary continued to live on the ranch with the help of her sons. She had 
milk cows and sold cream, in the thirties she took a homestead east of 
the ranch where she lived till her death. She was a busy worn , 
had time for hobbies, when she was a girl in Nebraska, she began th 
collection of Indian Arroheads and pretty pebbles.She had “J® J ne 

sunstone, and a fine opal from Australia. 

She died at her home November 24,19^0 and is buried in the Ten Sleep 
cemetery.

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Clyde and Florence Harvard 
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John Clyde Harvard was born to Sidney Fredrick Harvad and Mary Janette 
rettijohn Harvard July 13,1888 in none rine, Nebr. He was the oldest of 
10 children. He moved to the No Wood country with his folks in I 896 . 

They settled on the No Wood near the mouth of Spring Creek.

He had one year of schooling in Nebr. Schools were meager, and his 
mother taught her boys for several years. Then schools of 3-5 months 
were started at Otter Creek and Upper Spring Creek. Hach was 5 miles 
from the ranch. They attended as long as either was in session, in 19°3 
a school was established near home. 

is'xcept for short jobs, Clyde worked on the home ranch.until he was 18. 

Then he started working for Frank woods on the "ay State R^nch east of 
Ten Sleep. The next year he worked for Joe Henry, when he \vas 20,he 
hearded bulls for Bill Keys. This was the time of the Spring Creek raid,but 
Bill Keys took care that he knew nothing of it, although he was called 
to Basin during the trials along with many others.He was involved. 

when his father decided in 1913 that he did not want to remain on the 
ranch, Clyde took part interest in it.He spent most of his time there 
after 1917. He took a homestead on fysite Mountain. 

Florence nouise Harvard was bom to Fred H. and Blla Bord Butts in Duluth, 
Minn. Feb. 25 , 1892 . when she was 3 years old, they moved to Minneapolis. 

She had a younger brother who died when he was one year old. 

In 1907 Florence's father came to the Big Horn Basin. He liked it here 
and took up a homestead on Kirby Creek.After Florence graduated from 
high school in lyi0,she and her mother moved to Wyoming. She took up 
a homestead near her folks. 

She taught school in washakie and Hot Springs counties,having 3Dn 
her classes. 

un October 17,1917 Clyde and Florence were married at her parents' 
home, it was a quiet wedding with only family members present.For their 
honeymoon they went to Clyde's homestead cabin, in November they came 
to their first home - on the home ranch.The cabin was built for a school 
house. _ . 

Clyde was by nature a stockman and enjoyed his work with the cattle. 

He had a keen memory for detail and dates , and he would argue vigorously 
against any error, } backing his wiews with a list of associated events. 

There were times too when he argued even though he knew he was wrong. 

When Florence's father had a stroke, her parents moved to Ten Sleep.She 
lived with them and taught school for two years while Clyde rode for 
the Orchard Ranch. There was a shortage of teachers, and they offered 
her $ 125.00 a month. 

Her father passed away in 1924-the year she and Clyde buil^ their house. 
They builsha three-room apartment for her mother on the east part of 
the house where she lived till she died in 1937* 

in September 1929 theii: only child,Charles, was born. 

The Jolly Neighbors club was organized in 1932. Florence was president 
eleven times. She and Clyde helped with the club's fair booth, and 
several /they had a booth of their own besides.

in 1941 the REA came to the ranch. They drilled a well and had water 
in the house. Gone were the days of hauling water from the river on a 
sled. And no more washing on the board. 

They raised turkeys for years. Florence had help.to do the housework 
while she took care of the turkeys.She had.all kinds of flowers and a 
garden. She made many people happy by sharing her plants and slips. 

Florence was handy with the hammer and the saw. If she wanted something 
buile, she built it, and repaired what needed repairing. She also knew 
how to use the shovel and the hoe. 


Clyde and Florence moved to Ten Sleep in 1959*They sold the ranch. 

After Clyde's death in worland May 16 , 1960 , Florence took several trips 
to the west Coast and to see Charles in Arizona, on one trip to Calif, 
she visited urson Jones, the pastor that married them. 


After Clyde was gone, Florence kept busy raising a garden, and. all kinds 
of flowers. She led a group of church children called the Helping Han s. 
was cub den mother for 6 years.lt was cub pack 72 which was sponsore 
by the Methodist Church. 


in 1962 Florence received the yuealy Award, it was started in 19^6 for 
women who have shown outstanding leadershop in Home Demonstration 
work,in bettering.home,community, and state education and other areas 

of endeaver.** 


Religion was an everyday experience for Florence..She had a deep faith 
in u od and His leading. She grew up in the Methodist Chucrch and.was 
a member there until 1965 when she joined the Seventh Day Adventist 
Church. 

She and Clyde had made plans to go to the rioneer Home in *hermopolis. 
So in September of 1973 she moved there.She had several plots of ground 
around the building where she continued to raise flowers. 

She needed more supervised care and moved to Bethesda Care Center in 
worland in "ovember 1980.She took part m the activities as long as 
she was able.She passed away April 9.1989 at the Center.
